NATIONAL  ii-H  CLUB  WEEK

A.  B.  GRAHAM,  A I4-H  PIONEER 


One  of  the  pioneers  in  U-H  Club  work,  A.  B.  Graham,  of  Ohio,  died  January  II4 
in  Columbus.  If  you  are  familiar  with  the  U-H  Story  you  will  recall  that 
Mr.  Graham  called  a group  of  boys  together  in  1902  and  organized  them  into  a 
Boys  Club  to  learn  about  agriculture.  The  club  has  continued  to  this  day, 

Mr.  Graham  was  then  a County  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Typical  of  some  of  the  honors  paid  to  him:  On  his  ninetieth  birthday,  he 

received  special  recognition  for  his  continued  dedication  to  youth  activities. 
A special  portrait  of  him  hangs  in  the  Youth  Hall  at  the  Ohio  Fair  Grounds. 


J4-H-i3  (2-60) 
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When  the  U-H  stamp  was  issued  in  19^2.,  the  first-day  sales  were  made  at 
Springfield^  Ohio^  where  he  started  his  first  club  fifty  years  before.  During 
his  later  years,  he  received  honorary  degrees  from  several  institutions  includ- 
ing the  University  of  Ohio. 

The  family  requested  that  no  flowers  be  sent  but,  persons  interested  could  send 
the  money  to  H.  ¥.

NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  ON  PRIVATE  SUPPORT  IN  i|-H  CLUB  WORK 


The  National  Conference  on  Private  Support  in  I4.-H  Club  Work  at  Purdue  University, 
January  11-13,  was  a very  significant  and  helpfulrnmeeting.  Director  L,  E. 
Hoffman  and  the  Indiana  staff  did  their  usual  fine  job  in  setting  a very 
favorable  climate  for  the  conference.  Probably  you  will  want  to  spread  the  word 
about  some  of  the  important  trends  observed  and  recommendations  made  by  the  62 
representatives  of  32  States. 

A mimeographed  report  of  the  conference  will  be  published  and  made  available  in 
limited  quantities  soon.  It  is  also  expected  that  a handbook  for  the  use  of 
Extension  workers  in  private  fund-raising  programs  may  be  developed. 

Director  J.  0.  Knapp  of  West  Virginia  was  chairman.  State  I4-H  Club  leaders 
were  the  most  numerous  representatives  of  the  Extension  Service  in  attendance. 
But  six  States  sent  State  or  assistant  directors  and  another  group  of  States 
sent  10  representatives  of  foundations  or  private  fund-raising  groups. 


WHITE  HOUSE  CONFERENCE 


Enthusiastic  reports  indicate  that  3l  State  and  Federal  Extension  workers  have 
definite  plans  and  invitations  to  attend  the  White  House  Conference  on  Children 
and  Youth.  This  includes  I6  State  I4-H  workers  at  this  point.  Possibly  others 
are  on  State  Committee  lists  and  we  might  not  belinformed.  Nearly  a dozen 
Extension  family  life  specialists  will  also  be  attending. 

"Children  in  a Changing  World"  is  the  title  of  the  chart  book,  just  off  the 
press,  which  will  give  helpful  background  information  for  delegates.  We  feel 
this  will  be  of  special  significance  to  all  State  U-H  staff  members  and  are 
enclosing  a copy.  You  will  note  that  the  book  has  well- visualized  facts  about: 
The  changing  world,  children  and  their  problems,  what  is  being  done,  implications 
for  the  future,  and  sources  of  data. 

We  hope  that  all  State  leaders  coming  to  National  I4.-H  Conference  will  see  this 
book  as  useful  discussion  information.  Study  of  the  chart  book  would  be  good 
preparation  for  the  leaders*  discussions. 


I960  CENSUS 


In  connection  with  White  House  Conference  fact-findings,  we  have  answered 
several  questions  about  the  changing  census  definition  of  farm  and  rural  areas.

The  definition  to  be  used  in  the  I960  census  of  agriculture^  population  and 
housing  now  reads; 

"A  farm  is  a unit  of  ten  or  more  acres  from  which  at  least  $90  worth  of  produce 
is  sold  per  year  or  a place  of  less  than  ten  acres  from  which  at  least  $2^0 
produce  was  sold.” 

The  definition  of  rural  areas  remains  as  in  the  I960  census ^ a community  of  less 
than  2,900  population.  There  are  some  exceptions  to  this,  especially  in 
Pennsylvania  and  New  England,  but  essentially  this  will  stand.  Very  substantial 
changes  in  the  numbers  of  farm  families  may  be  expected  as  a result  of  this  new 
definition. 


NATIONAL  li-H  CONFERENCE 


Plans  for  the  I960  National  Conference,  April  23-29 j to  be  held  at  the  National 
I4-H  Center,  are  advancing  nicely.  The  program  is  being  organized  around  the 
general  theme,  "Getting  Set  for  the  60*s.”  The  leaders  will  be  considering 
leadership  for  the  60 *s,  while  the  delegates  will  be  actively  working  on 
citizenship  for  the  60's.  This  should  be  a most  important  conference  with  the 
majority  of  activities  being  held  at  the  U-H  Center. 


A NEW  AND  SIGNIFICANT  OPPORTUNITY  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  IMPROVEMENT  OF  EXTENSION 
WORKERS  IS  AVAILABLE  THIS  WINTER 


The  University  of  Georgia  is  featuring  a 3-week  "Winter -Summer  School"  for 
county  and  State  Extension  workers,  February  l9-March  9 5 I960.  We  are  honored 
that  Dr.  Mary  Frances  Lyle  of  this  staff  will  be  teaching  the  course,  titled, 
"Principles  and  Procedures  in  the  Development  of  U-H  Club  Work."  This  is  a 
three-credit  course.  Because  of  her  rich  background  of  teaching,  county  and 
State  Extension  work,  and  her  doctorate  studies  at  the  Extension  Training 
Center  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  we  feel  that  Miss  Lyle  is  admirably 
suited  for  the  assignment.

Programs,  C.  S,  Shirley,  La.,  and  Dr.  Todhunter,  Ala.j  Trends  and  Adjustments 
for  Extension  Youth  Programs  by  Dr.  W.  G.  Stuckey,  Education  Leader,  Iowa 
Adjustment  Center j and  Growth  of  i|-H  Clovers  on  Suburban  Landscapes  by  Lloyd  L. 
Rutledge. 
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GOLDEN  ANNIVERSARY  OF  THE  BOY  SCOUTS  OF  AMERICA 


i960  will  be  a big  year  for  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  as  they  observe  their 
Golden  Anniversary  of  50  years  of  service  to  youth  of  the  nation.  Some  of  the 
special  features  during  the  year  will  be  a celebration  in  Washington  during 
Boy  Scout  Week,  February  7-13 j when  a representative  Scout  or  Explorer  from 
each  State  in  the  nation  will  make  a report  to  the  President.  Other  important 
events  will  be  the  30th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Council  in  Washington 
on  June  1-lj,  and  the  Fifth  National  Jamboree  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo., 

July  22-28. 

A special  "conservation  citizenship  award"  was  presented  by  Secretary  Benson 
to  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  February  9 during  the  annual  observance.  A copy 
of  the  citation  is  enclosed. 


NATIONAL  YOUTH  FITNESS  WEEK  - May  1-8,  I96O 


President  Eisenhower  has  proclaimed  May  1-8,  I960,  as  National  Youth  Fitness 
Week.  As  you  know,  this  runs  concurrently  with  National  Home  Demonstration  Week. 
As  an  outgrowth  of  our  participation  in  the  development  of  plans  for  this 
nationwide  observance  with  Dr.  Shane  McCarthy  and  his  staff  of  the  President’s 
Council  on  Youth  Fitness,  I feel  that  there  is  a very  important  opportunity  to 
feature  family  nutrition  and  health  as  one  of  our  Extension  contributions 
during  this  period.  In  many  States,  fitness  councils  and  committees  are  at 
work  planning  for  the  week. 


YOUTHPOWER  CONGRESS 

Isabelle  Harner  of  Ohio  and  Frank  Buck  of  Tennessee  represented  I4-H  at  the 
Youthpower  Congress  heldiin  early  February  in  Chicago.  Many  I4-H  members  are 
also  included  among  delegates  chosen  by  State  committees  to  participate  in 
this  national  meeting  aimed  at  improving  teen-age  nutrition.  We  have  heard 
comments  of  appreciation  about  the  help  many  of  you  have  given  to  State 
committees . 


UNAUTHORIZED  USE  OF  THE  NAME  AND  EMBLEM  OF  i|-H  CLUB  WORK 


One  State  has  called  our  attention  to  a very  clever  device  for  circumventing 
the  name  and  emblem  authorization  requirements.  Mason  Candies,  Inc.,  P.  0, 

Box  ^h9,  Mineola,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  manufactures  and  sells  candies  to  local 
organizations  for  their  use  for  fund-raising  purposes.  They  offer  to  imprint 
on  the  cartons  the  name,  eirblem  or  personalized  lettering  which  the  consignee 
requests,  but  they  require  the  local  club  or  groups  to  say  that  they  are 
authorized  to  use  the  particular  emblem  or  name  involved.  Apparently  they  have 
a mailing  list  which  includes  local  Ij-H  clubs  and  have  been  receiving  orders 
involving  use  of  the  It-H  name  and  emblem.  Apparently  at  least  one  commercial 
baking  company  is  still  operating  a cookie  sales  campaign  among  U-H  Clubs  on 
a similar  basis. 
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We  call  your  attention  to  the  enclosed  regulations  and  especially  to  pages  2 
and  3 5 the  provisions  whereby  extension  workers  and  local  leaders  have 
authorization  to  use  the  name  and  emblem  of  U-H  Club  work  only  for  educational 
purposes  or  materials.  The  Extension  Subcommittee  on  ii-H  Club  Work  several 
years  ago  recommended  that  merchandising  materials  like  commercial  candies  and 
cookies,  could  not  be  construed  as  educational  materials  in  It-H.  I thought 
you  would  want  to  call  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  county  extension  workers 
again.  We  have  additional  copies  of  the  leaflet  if  you  need  them. 


i|-H  AT  ENTOMOLOGICAL  SOCIETY 

One  of  the  highlights  at  the  National  Entomological  Society  of  America  was 
the  ii-H  demonstrations  by  Charles  Hadden,  Va,;  David  Washburn  and  Carolyn 
Barnes,  both  of  North  Carolina^  and  Ginger  Jensen,  Mich.  These  ii-H’ers  gave 
demonstrations  to  the  one  thousand  entomologists  attending  the  national 
meeting  at' Detroit,  November  30-December  3*  The  Entomological  Society  has 
agreed  to  give  some  financial  assistance  to  send  It-H’ers  to  their  national 
meeting. 


LAND  JUDGING  CONTEST,  APRIL  28-29,  I960 

The  i960  National  Land  Judging  Contest  will  be  held  in  Oklahoma  City,  April 
28-29.  About  lj.0  States  are  expected  to  participate  this  year.  An  estimated 
250,000  people,  mostly  i|-H  and  FFA  members  have  been  trained  across  the 
nation  in  this  program.  One  of  the  points  which  is  being  given  particular 
emphasis  in  this  pasture  and  range-judging  eduction  activity  is  the  ’’why" 
as  well  as  the  "how”  of  this  particular  training  work.

RURAL  DEVELOPMENT 

Arkansas  - Career  Exploration  Emphasis  in  Rural  Development 

In  the  U-county  rural  development  area  in  Arkansas  the  Extension  youth 
program  has  taken  a real  lead  in  a manpower  survey  which  has  been 
cjonducted  in  the  cooperative  project  with  Extension  and  the  Labor 
Department,  Young  people  l5  years  of  age  and  over  have  been  involved  in 
the  manpower  program.  The  resultant  summary  has  real  significance  to  our 
work  particularly  with'  youth  in  low-income  areas.  The  Extension 
Educational  Committee  is  giving  particular  emphasis  to  a stay- in-school- 
campaign,  career  program,  and  exhibits.  Approaches  are  being  made  for 
establishing  counseling  programs  in  the  schools.

Michigan  - New  Staff  Letter 

U-H  STAFF  LINES  will  now  be  going  to  county  personnel  as  a combined  letter 
from  the  State  U-H  staff.  It  will  serve  informational  and  inspirational 
needs . 

Illinois  - Leader  Recognition 

liOO  volunteer  I4.-H  Club  leaders  were  honored  at  the  annual  Illinois  U-H 
Leaders*  Recognition  Day  program^,  held  in  Springfield.  One  of  the  goals 
of  the  program  was  to  give  local  leaders  a share  in  appreciation  and 
public  acclaim.  Program  features  were  an  address  by  Speaker  of  the 
House  Paul  Powell,  a tour  through  the  State  capital,  and  a special 
luncheonnwith  a well-known  author  as  speaker. 

Montana  - Agent  Training 

Recently  we  received  copy  of  the  agenda  for  the  It-H  Clothing  Project 
Conference  for  the  Home  Demonstration  Agents  in  Eastern  Montana.  The 
program  was  developed  by  Geraldine  Fenn  of  the  U-H  Club  staff j Lora 
Hilyard,  Clothing  Specialist!  and  Martha  Dunlap,  Assistant  State  Home 
Demonstration  Leader,  and  was  a result  of  recognizing  problems  faced 
by  Home  Agents  in  the  I4-H  Clothing  program.  Examples  of  some  of  the 
topics  that  were  a part  of  the  conference  include:  Needs  of  boys  and 

girls  as  they  relate  to  clothing,  consumer  information  and  judging. 

A surprise  to  the  Home  Demonstration  Agents  will  be  the  contribution 
of  Grace  Walker,  of  the  National  Recreation  Association,  who  works  in 
the  area  of  creative  dramatics. 

Ohio  - Agents  Develop  Leader  Training  Materials 

Ohio  plans  3-day  I4-H  Leadership  Training  Workshop.  At  least  1 Extension 
agent  per  county  is  invited  to  the  youth  center  at  Columbus  to 
participate  in  a conference-workshop  program.  The  objective  is  to 
develop  a plan  for  the  preparation  of  ij.-H  leader  training  materials. 

Ohio  is  concentrating  on  local  club  program  development  and  club 
management.  This  topic  has  been  divided  into  10  workshops.  It  is 
hoped  they  will  actually  get  much  of  the  material  prepared.  Each 
Extension  agent  attending  is  asked  to  interview  3 4-H  leaders  and  a 
junior  leader  before  he  or  she  comes. 

V irginia  - Leader  Development 

”A  Balanced  i^-H  Program”  is  title  of  a summary  leaflet  growing  out  of  the 
Third  Annual  li-H  Adult  Volunteer  Leaders’  Week-end  Conference.  It  was 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Extension  Service  and  the  Virginia  leaders’ 
Association.  The  20h  who  attended  represented  an  increase  of  nearly 
30  percent  over  last  year’s  event. 
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Washington  - Leader  Marketing  Workshops 

li-H  Leader  marketing  workshops  are  being  held  in  four  centers  during 
January  and  February.  Each  is  a two-day  event  and  is  a leader  training 
effort.  Formerly  the  marketing  events  in  Washington  were  for  members. 

Wisconsin  - Leaders  Conference 

"The  U-H  Leader  in  a Changing  World”  was  theme  of  the  State  Leaders* 
conference.  This  was  a four-day  event  held  on  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
campus.  Twenty-six  leaders  who  had  served  their  local  blubs  for  over 
20  years  were  honored. 


CAREER  EXPLORATION 

Iowa  - Training  Session  for  County  Extension  Agents 

Mr.  Jerry  Lineweaver  had  a very  successful  session  training  county 
Extension  agents  in  the  area  of  career  exploration  programs.  It  was  a 
two  day  session  involving  people  from  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Center,  the  Employment  Service,  Labor  organizations,  churches,  IMCA 
and  School  guidance  personnel.  Topics  discussed  were  need  for  career 
exploration  programs,  career  opportunities,  problems  of  girls  choosing 
a career,  tests  and  cumulative  records,  resources  and  agencies  in  the 
county  - Getting  a career  exploration  program  going  in  the  county.

Indiana  - Rural  Youth 

A pocket-size  folder  "Indiana  Rural  Youth"  explains  the  why*s  and  how’s 
of  the  Indiana  program  for  l8-28-year  olds.  Activities  are  carried  out 
at  county,  district  and  State  levels. 


YOUTH  PARTICIPATION 

Kansas  - 1|-H  Quality  liJheat  Program 

Five  Kansas  ii-H  Club  boys  toured  Texas  port  cities  as  a result  of  their 
participation  in  the  new  i|-H  Club  quality  wheat  program.  The  educational 
trip  was  planned  for  Club  members  with  outstanding  records  in  wheat 
production  projects,  the  grain  marketing  activity,  and  U-H  district 
wheat  shows.  The  tour  included  visits  to  grain  terminal  ports,  inspection 
and  grading,  facilities,  and  a chance  to  see  grain  loaded  onto  ships  in  the 
harbor. 
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Texas  - Governor’s  Committee  on  Youth 

Three  ii-H  Club  members  took  part  in  the  meeting  of  the  Governor’s 
Committee  on  Children  and  Youth.  This  conference  was  an  important  step 
in  preparation  the  State  is  making  for  participation  in  the  conference 
to  be  held  in  Washington. 

Oklahoma  - 50th  Anniversary  of  U-H  Club  Work  in  Oklahoma 

Oklahoma  climaxed  its  50th  Anniversary  of  Ij.-H  Club  Work,  in  a dedication 
ceremony  at  Tishomingo,  Johnston  County.  A marker  was  dedicated  to 
W.  D.  Bentley,  the  founder  of  Extension  work  in  Oklahoma,  who  is  credited 
with  establishing  the  State’s  first  I4-H  Club  at  Tishomingo. 

Senator  Kerr  and  several  House  Representatives  participated  in  the 
ceremonies.  li-H  members  from  the  five  Extension  districts  planted  trees 
around  the  dedication  marker. 


LITERATURE  PLAN 

Arkansas  - Literature  Meets  Needs 

Many  of  you  have  commented  or  asked  about  the  new  [|.-H  literature  in 
Arkansas.  The  workbook  approach  for  the  junior  series  has  been  used 
because  of  the  emphasis  being  given  to  volunteer  leader  development  and 
the  strong  emphasis  toward  community  (out-of -school)  clubs.  i|0  percent 
of  the  clubs  are  now  on  out-of -school  basis  and  20  counties  of  the 
Extension  counties  are  conducting  their  programs  entirely  out  of  schools.

We  have 
had  so  many  comments  about  these  talks,  we  wanted  to  share  copies  with  you. 

"Statistical  Summary  of  U-H  Club  Work" 

The  Statistical  Summary  of  Ii-H  Club  Work  is  off  the  press.  Special  attention 
should  be  called  to  a few  items.  First,  more  explanation  is  included  than 
previously.  Second,  more  statistics  are  included  in  such  items  as;  Summary 
of  results,  members  enrolled  by  projects,  U-H  Club  members  receiving  training 

in  , and  work  with  young  men  and  women.  Third,  the  summary  of  ij.-H  Club 

Work  by  regions  has  been  done  differently.  Last,  completions  have  been  omitted, 
since  the  figures  are  really  not  comparable  between  States. 

"1^°H  and  Adoption  of  Improved  Farm  Practices" 


This  publication  is  a summary  of  a Ph.D  thesis  by  Kenneth  S,  Olson,  Assistant 
State  U-H  Club  Leader,  North  Dakota. 

Ken  concludes  that  ii-H  experience  is  related  to  good  farming.  He  finds  that 
farmers  with  considerable  ii-H  e3q)erience  also  are  more  prosperous,  have  a 
higher  standard  of  living,  and  participate  more  in  community  activities. 

"Reaching  Teen-Agers  With  A Nutrition  Program" 


The  letter  from  Dr.  Spindler  to  nutrition  specialists  outlines  a dynamic 
program  for  teen-agers  carried  out  in  Rock  Island  County,  111.  Not  only 
is  the  content  good  from  a nutrition  standpoint,  but  it  demonstrates  methods 
of  working  with  older  teen-agers. 

"The  Qopsies"  (One  per  State) 

Dr.  Spindler  has  worked  out  a clever  visual  presentation  to  use  in  discussing 
the  common  problem  of  weight  control.
